1. INDOCHINA 

NINE AMCITS, AUSSIE, 2 CANADIANS, 2 FILS RELEASED BY NVN 
ARRIVE BANGKOK AFTER STOPOVER VIENTIANE. EIGHT AMERICANS 
WERE CAPTURED AT BAN ME THUOT. USG OFFICIALS STRUHARIK, 
LEWIS AMONG THOSE RELEASED. ALL REPORT GOOD TREATMENT 
BY CAPTORS (UPI, CHITRIB: BARREL!., NYDN). LEWIS CAPTURED 
AT PHAN RANG (BARRELL). WP S SIMONS AT BANGKOK DESCRIBES 
CAPTIVES' ARRIVAL, QUOTES THEN THAT THEY DON'T KNOW WHY 
HELD SO LONG, WERE TOLD BEING INVESTIGATED TO FIND OUT

ON EASY TERMS. TALKS APPARENTLY LED TO STRENGTHENING 
USSR-VN RELS AT TIME WHEN HANOI STEERING COURSE BETWEEN 
SOVIETS, PRC ( AP, NYT). SVN NATL BANK APPOINTS TORONTO 
DOMINION BANK OF MONTREAL AS CANADIAN CORRESPONDENT 
(AFP, NYT).

3. CHINA 

WEI KUO-CHING, MEMBER OF PRC'S RULING CCP POLITBURO, 

HAS BEEN TRANSFERRED FROM POST AS PARTY CHIEF IN 
KWANGSI-CHUANG AUTONOMOUS REGION TO CANTON, TO 
BECOME KWANGTUNG PROVINCE PARTY CHIEF. TRANSFER 
DISCLOSED IN HK-MONITORED PROVINCIAL RADIO BROADCAST. 

WP FOREIGN SERVICE ITEM SAYS THIS PROBABLY PROMOTION 
FOR WEI, SINCE KWANGTUNG MORE IMPORTANT AREA. MOST 
PROBABLE REASON FOR SHIFT IS PEKING'S CONTINUING EFFORT 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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BREAK UP LONG-ESTABLISHED PROVINCIAL POWER BASES, WHICH 
THEY SAY LEAD TO "MOUNTAIN-TOP FACTIONALISM." 

NYT'S BUTTERFIELD, IN HK REPORTS SOME ANALYSTS BELIEVE 
ALSO POSSIBLE "HIGHLY UNUSUAL" WEI KUO-CHING TRANSFER

MISS." 

JOC'S STRAUSS IN CANTON CITES OFFICIAL CONFIRMATION PRC 
BUILDING OIL REFINERY-PETROCHEMICAL COMPLEX IN WHAMPOA 
PORT AREA, FED BY OIL FROM NEW FIELD OF UNDISCLOSED 
SIZE IN NANHAI COUNTY. ALSO NOTES EXTENSIVE DOUBLE-TRACK 
RAIL WORK EXTENDING NE FROM CANTON-HK LINE, WHICH HK 
OBSERVERS BELIEVE MAY RELATE TO LONG-PLANNED COMPLETION

COULD NOT BE HELPED. ASKED IF REFERENCE TO "MOST 
UNFORTUNATE WAR WHICH I DEEPLY DEPLORE" DURING WH 
DINNER TOAST WAS INDIRECT EXPRESSION OF PERSONAL

IN DELHI. SYSTEM WILL COVER 14 COUNTRIES INCLUDING 
LAOS, CAMBODIA, VN, THAILAND, MALAYSIA, SINGAPORE, 
INDONESIA; BURMA EXPECTED ENTER LATER (CSM). 

COMMENT AND ANALYSIS 

9. KOREA 

CSM'S ANABLE AT UN CITES SUMMATION BY ONE WESTERN 
DIPLOMAT THAT ADOPTION OF CONTRADICTORY RESOLUTIONS ON 
KOREA BY UN POL COMM WEDNESDAY "NONSENSE'' BUT "NOT 
INSOLUBLE IMPASSE." HOPE IS FOR "HONEST BROKER" TO 
PROPOSE SENSIBLE COMPROMISE ON WHICH UNGA CAN AGREE. 
STATES WHOLE AFFAIR "MIGHT BE COMICAL," EXCEPT FOR 
ENORMOUS WEIGHT SK, NK PLACE ON UN DECISIONS, OR LACK 
OF THEM. NOTES WHATEVER RESOLUTION UNGA PASSES, STATUS 
OF NEARLY ALL 38,000 US TROOPS IN SK WILL REMAIN 
UNCHANGED UNDER BILATERAL DEFENSE TREATY. 

10. CHINA 

JOCS STRAUSS, AT CANTON, REPORTS TRADE FAIR SPOKESMAN 
TSOU SZU YEE SAYING IN INTERVIEW THAT PRC'S TRADE 
THIS YEAR WILL BE 180 PERCENT INCREASE OVER START OF 
CURRENT FIVE-YEAR PLANS IN 1971; HOWEVER, TRADE THIS 
YEAR SHOULD ONLY INCREASE SLIGHTLY OVER 1974. TSOU 
SAID ESTIMATE PREPARED BY TRADE FAIR, NOT PEKING 
OFFICIALS. STRAUSS SUGGESTS TSOU'S DESCRIPTION OF 1975 
TRADE AS "NOT VERY BIG INCREASE FOR CHINA" MUST BE 
VIEWED AS SOMETHING OF SETBACK FOR PRC, AND CANTON 
OFFICIALS KNOW SLOWING OF TRADE GROWTH CAUSED BY "CRISIS 
IN THE CAPITALIST WORLD." NOTES TSOU CONFIRMED INDIRECTLY 
OUTSIDERS" OPINIONS THAT CANTON FAIR PLAYING LESS VITAL 
ROLE IN PRC'S ECONOMY. 

11. ASIA SECURITY PACT 

TO GLOBE'S CROCKER SNOW, SOVIET-TRUMPTED FIVE-YEAR 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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ASIAN COLLECTIVE SECURITY PACT SEEMS, AT MOMENT, 
"FAR-FETCHED IN THE EXTREME," SINCE "WOULD BE TRANSPARENTLY 

DIRECTED AT CHINA," SO FEW ASIA COUNTRIES WOULD 
WISH IOIN - AND US UNFAVORABLY INCLINED, TO BOOT.
